Chicago, Dec. 14.—C. H. Bosworth, 
a national bank ex aminer, w'fio p rior 
to assum ing that office was p resident 
of the Illinois South and the W iscon­ 
sin 
& Michigan railroad comp anies, 
W alsh enterp rises, lock the stand in 
the trial of John R. W alsh and de­ 
scribed conditions which he found to 
ex ist in the Chicago National bank 
when he ex amined its affairs in Nov ­ 
ember, 1904, in June, 1905, and in De­ 
cember, 1905. He asserted that Walsh 
had been rep eatedly warned by him 
and by the comp troller of the currency 
to unload the ov ersup p ly of securities 
carried by the bank, but that the w arn­ 
ings went unheeded, w'hile conditions 
became steadily w'orse. 
W ith the first ex amination, the wit­ 
ness testified, there was found to be 
due dep ositors a total of $17,608,868, 
of which $3,686,068 was dep osits by 
other banks and the rem ainder by 
other dep ositors. Among the am ounts 
rep resented at that tim e by bonds in 
the bank as collateral on notes were 
$50,000 
of 
W isconsin 
& 
Michigan 
against sev en notes totalling $640,000; 
$250,000 of the Illinois Southern as se­ 
curity for $1,564,000, rep resented by 
sev enteen memorandum notes; $462,- 
000 of the Southern Indiana, account 
of loan of $438,900. 
There w'cre, he 
said, elev en 
m em orandum loans of 
$87,000 each with $100,000 bonds of 
the Southern Indiana as security .

addition there was an unsecured loan 
of $300,000.

The proper word here is not stra ig ht 
iu the sense of direct or not crooked. 
but the old English strait or narrow. 
So the American rev ised v ersion g iv es 
the proper meaning when it translates- 
the passage as “ the narrow door.” 
The whole passage is forceful. The* 
word striv e i> the same In the Greek 
as our .word agonize. 
It suggests se­ 
v ere effort, gripping until the knuckles 
grow white. 
Is it, then, so difficult a task to be a 
follower of J esus Christ? Is It a work 
in which strenuous exertion is neces­ 
sary? 
That seems so singular when 
we hav e heard so much talk of the 
easiness of the Christian life and the 
paths of pleasantness and peace. How 
can these things be reconciled or ex­ 
plained ? 
J esus makes it v ery clear that His 
way is an exact one. 
It is narrow. 
Xo man can serv e two masters. 
It 1» 
not euough to profess to lov e God. 
One must do the will of the Father, 
nothing more, nothing less. 
God re­ 
quires all the life, all the lov e. 
His 
claims are exclusiv e and all inclusiv e. 
In a v ery true sense Paul could call 
himself the bond serv ant or slav e ot 
J esus Christ. 
Ild will hav e all or 
none. 
Nor can It Ik* otherwise until 
God 
nature and 
man 
nature shall 
change utterly. 
If we are to walk 
with God we must agree with Him 
completely. 
We must keep step with 
Him. His thought must be our thought. 
His will our will, His pleasure our joy. 
And this is freedom of the highest 
kind, since it is in this element only 
our tfue self can fully dev elop.

air to lungs so is God’s lov e to our 
souls.

Commenting upon October’s record 
in excav ation at Panama, the Wash­ 
ington Post calls attention to the fact 
that the expectations of “ ev ery one in­ 
terested In the canal” hav e been more 
than satisfied. 
Says this paper: 


During the entire period of the French 
administration, from 1881 to 1903, they ex­ 
cav ated 70,600,000 cubic yards. 
Since the 
United States assumed control In 1903 there 
hav e been excav ated up to Nov . 1, 18,650,000 
cubic yards. 
On J une 1. 1904, there re­ 
mained 111,280,000 yards of material to be 
taken out. Since that time the excav ation 
has reached 14.189 .000 yards, leav ing 9 7,09 1,- 
000 yards still to be remov ed. At the rate 
of progress made during October, fifty- 
three months, 
or four years and fiv e 
months, would be required to complete 
the excav ation, and were it not for Colo­ 
nel Goethals’ 
timely warning that the 
construction of the massiv e locks rather 
than the excav ation of the canal prism 
will, from now on, control the date of 
completion we might look for the open­ 
ing of the canal at no later date than the 
summer of 1912. 
In fact the remarkable 
organization and efficiency of the force 
of canal constructors under Colonel Goe­ 
thals' control lead us to expect great 
things in the way of lock construction 
and ev en to hope that the canal may be 
completed within six years. 
During October, states the official re­ 
port, 1,844,471 cubic yards of material 
were taken from the canal. 
This is an 
increase of more than 23 per cent ov er 
the excav ation for September, which 
w as also a record breaking month. We 
are told that the total rainfall in Oc­ 
tober amounted to 17.1 inches against 
11.9 inches in September and 11.89 
inches in Aug ust 
October’s record,

Milwau k ee Man's Invention That Will 
Save Uncle Sam’s Money. 
A concrete block weighing from sev­ 
en to fou rteen tons that will float in 
tlfe water for a su fficient length of 
time to p ermit it to be towed to any 
p lace desired before it is lowered into 
p osition is a new and Imp ortant fea­ 
tu re in connection with the govern­ 
ment break water and harbor work that 
is at p resent in its exp erimental stages 
In Milwau k ee. 
That the new theory In p rep aring 
concrete block s for p ier work by the 
government vviM become a great su c­ 
cess and that it will soon be fou nd to 
be In general demand seems already 
settled, says the Milwau k ee Evening 
Wisconsin. The “trial trip ” of one of 
these block s being floated to p osition 
was made in Milwau k ee harbor the 
other day u nder the p ersonal direction 
of Major Wr. V. Ju dson, chief govern­ 
ment engineer at Milwau k ee and de- 
sigu er of the new style of block . 
Technically sp eak ing, the new block 
Is a re-enforced concrete caisson, or 
box. It may be bu ilt to almost any 
size to meet the requ irements of any 
p articu lar government work . The p ro­ 
p osed standard size, 
however, 
will 
weigh abou t fou rteen tons. In the ex­ 
p erimental work now being carried on 
in Milwau k ee the block s u sed are half 
that weight. 
They consist of walls of concrete in­ 
closing a large hollow sp ace. This is 
made water tight so that the block 
floats and can be tak en direct to a 
p oint over the p osition in the p ier for 
which It Is designed. It Is then u n­ 
cork ed, lik e a barrel, and the water Is 
allowed to ru sh In, sink ing it to p osi­ 
tion. The hollow sp ace Is then filled in 
with sand and gravel, the water being 
forced ou t as this material Is du mp ed 
In, and when the sp ace Is thu s filled 
the block is sealed u p , lik e a jar of 
p reserves, and is finished. 
In floating ou t to the p ier at the Mil­ 
wau k ee break water the first of two of 
these block s was allowed to remain in 
the water for twenty-fou r hou rs In or­ 
der to determine Its floating qu alities 
and how long it might be p ossible to 
k eep a block afloat If necessary before 
the water cau sed It to sink . As a ru le, 
a few hou rs are su fficient time for 
handling one of these block s from its 
starting p lace to the p oint where it is 
desired to lower it. 
Shou ld the Ju dson re enforced con­ 
crete caisson p rove all that is exp ected 
of It, a nu mber of these block s dou ble 
the size of the exj>erimental ones at 
Milwau k ee will be made for u se In the 
work at Algonrn, which will !>egin In 
early sp ring. 
Later there Is no dou bt 
the block s will be called for at variou s 
p oints where government work is to bo 
done. 
It Is said that the government 
alone is au thorized to u se them, as 
they are fu lly p rotected by letters p at­ 
ent. 
Their u se, however, for govern­ 
ment work Is withou t extra cost to 
Uncle Sam.
